Vine-covered and mossy now is the unique old monument that marks the 
beginnings of Iowa City.

ing nor was it designed to survive the ravages of time. But as a temporary structure it met well the needs 
of the Territorial government. In it the Legislative Assembly met and made laws, and in the course of 
years this old building came to have a significant place in the annals of Iowa history. 


Those were the days of the pioneer — the days of the ox cart and the covered wagon. They were days 
of hardship and toil. Yet they were the days of inspiration and vision. “Here men of the hills from New 
York and New England, from Virginia, Kentucky and Tennessee, first felt the enchantment, of the Great 
Prairie”. Here they would dwell and here they would build a city. To show the promise of the land and 
to guide the settlers on their way, Lyman Dillon, with a huge breaking plow and five yoke of oxen, plowed 
a furrow almost a hundred miles in length, extending from Dubuque to Iowa City. 


While the walls of the new capitol building were being constructed, while ox carts and prairie schooners 
were camped by the hill side, while the embryo city was reaching forth to become a flourishing metropolis, 
while Butler’s Capitol was being used by the Legislative Assembly, Walter Terrell was constructing a 
dam across the Iowa River and erecting a mill to grind the grist for the ever increasing population of the 
new capital city.

length the beautiful edifice with its massive walls and its tower- 
ing dome was substantially completed. And history now re- 
veals that the laborers had builded. better than they knew. With 
the passing of the years the Old Stone Capitol has become his- 
toric. In the course of a century through its service in the 
field of government and education it has come to be widely 
and affectionately known to thousands of loyal Iowans. 


As the meeting place of three constitutional conventions 
and the birthplace of the present constitution, the Old Stone 
Capitol holds a unique place in the constitutional history of 
Iowa. It was the seat of government during the administration 
of five governors— Governors John Chambers and James 
Clark during Territorial days, and Governors Ansel Briggs, 
Stephen Hempstead and James W. Grimes during the early 
period of statehood. It was the meeting place of five regular 
sessions and one extra session of the Territorial Assembly, and 
the forum of debate in six regular and two extra sessions of 
the General Assembly of the State. For more than a decade 
it was the official meeting place of the Supreme Court of Iowa. 
Thus, within its halls laws were made and justice maintained. 


Meanwhile, it was the scene of many social activities, and the meeting place of the social élite. Perhaps 
it was a “Soiree and Collation” given by the ladies of the several sewing societies. Perhaps it was a “Fair 
for the sale of manufactured and fancy articles”. Whatever the occasion, rooms in the capitol building 


were available. 


It was the scene of a public celebration when the railroad 
reached Iowa City in January 1856, the meeting place of the 
First Republican State convention in Iowa in February of the 
same year, and it was the scene of a memorial service for 
' Abraham Lincoln in 1865. 


A unigue and beautiful architectural feature of the Old 
Stone Capitol is found in its spiral stairs. Conveniently located 
in the center of the building, just beneath the vast dome, it 
extends from the basement floor to the entrance of what was 
once the legislative chambers, on the second story floor. Grace- 
ful and winding, and constructed of seasoned black walnut, it 
is quite as attractive today as it was in the decade of the forties. 
Doric columns, inside the building and outside, give an at- 
tractive appearance, as well as the security of structure that 
has endured through the years. 


It was in the Old Stone Capitol, in 1847, that a law was 
passed to establish a State University. Classes were first held, 
however, in Mechanics’ Academy, located on the northeast 
corner of the intersection at Iowa Avenue and Linn Street. 
This building was erected in 1842 by the Mechanics’ Mutual 
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Aid Association of Iowa City. The 
land on which it was located was do- 
nated to the Association ypon con- 
dition that a building worth $1000 
should be erected for educational pur- 
poses. This was not originally a Uni- 
versity building, but it was rented and 
later purchased by the University. 


Two churches in Iowa City in the 
early days were unique in their archi 
tectural designs and their historic sig- 
nificance. The First Baptist Church, 
located at the corner of Burlington 
and Clinton streets was designed 
something after the fashion of the Old Eid : : 
Stone Capitol. This church stood as Mechanics’ Academy 
an historic landmark for many years. 


The Presbyterian Church of a similar design was located at the corner of Market and Clinton streets. 
This site is itself historic. This was the first lot sold in Iowa City, in 1839. It later came into possession 
of Chauncey Swan who had been chairman of the Capital Commissioners and director of the early sur- 
veys. Mr. Swan, being “the first Presbyterian” in Iowa City, and a staunch churchman, donated this 
lot for a church building. | 


In later years this building became renowned for the fact that Michael Hummer, a former minister, 
climbed to the belfry tower to remove the bell. When he had lowered the bell to the ground, irate citi- 
zens removed the ladder and hid the bell in the Iowa River.

: . ey appeared as the seat of a thriving Univer- 
sity. In the heart of Capitol Square on 
the bluff overlooking the river were three 
buildings. Then as now, in the center of 
the picture was the Old Stone Capitol, 
which was given to the University in 1857. 
A little south of this historic building, in 
what is now the spacious oval between the 
Physics Building and Schaeffer Hall, stood 
a three story brick structure known as Old 
South Hall. This was the first building 


constructed for University purposes. It

By the decade of the nineties lowa City had come to be a city of more than 7000 inhabitants. It sup- 
ported eight public schools, and three parochial schools. It had fifteen churches, five banks, one daily 
and three weekly newspapers, and several factories and mills. As it had once been the seat of government 
of a Territory and a Commonwealth, so now it was the center of culture and learning. Viewed from a 
central point an increased number of University buildings, church steeples, public buildings, factory 
chimneys, and homes were apparent. The former Territorial Capital had become a thriving city. 


If one would get a bird's-eye view of Iowa City and the University today, he could perhaps best ac 
complish his purpose by means of an airplane. In no other way can one get such a broad panoramic view 
of the gentle flowing Iowa River, as it wends its way southward. In no other way can we get such a 
complete picture of the landscape. Soaring above the city one beholds a scene that is at once historic and

beautiful. In the center of the picture again we see the Old Stone Capitol. It is now surrounded 
by a flourishing city, by numerous University buildings and a spacious and beautiful University campus.

Conspicuous among the buildings is 
the Medical Unit and Hospital build- 
ings on the west campus. In the dis- 
tance, to the south, one sees the air- 
port, and in every direction well paved 
streets with trafic moving rapidly — 
the visible evidences of a modern city. 


In the midst of this scene one is 
reminded that in the space of a hun- 
dred years Iowa City has passed from 
the age of the ox cart and the prairie 
schooner to that of the airplane and 
the automobile. The city that has 
grown up around Capitol Hill has 
come to be, like the Old Stone Capitol 
itself, historic and beautiful. More- 
over, the story of its growth and de- 
velopment may be told in pageant and 
pictures. It is a panorama that the 
Old Stone Capitol Remembers.

The Sale of Town Lots 


Notice of the first sale of lots at Iowa City had been proclaimed throughout the territory and pub- 
lished in eastern papers. On the day of the sale emigrant settlers and a few eastern capitalists appeared 
on the scene. Some came to buy sites for homes, others to speculate in town lots. Auctioneer Dougherty 
of Dubugue sold the first lot, where the Presbyterian church now stands, to L. D. Phillips for $330. The 
income from the sale was to finance the construction of the Capitol building.

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EPISODE VI 
Life in the Forties 


Life in lowa City during the 1840’s was not all a matter of making a living. Here, as with people 
everywhere, the satisfactions of human companionship, and the hopes of something better for the com- 
munity, were woven into the pattern of the routine affairs of daily existence.
